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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Visits  were  made  to  houses  where  infectious  diseases; 
existed  and  all  the  necessary  work  regarding  disinfection 
and  advice  was  carried  out. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified  and 
disinfectants  were  given  to  the  people  concerned. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  authority  is  *a  constituent  member  of  the  Rhymney 
Valley  Water  Board  and  all  dwellings  receive  an  ample  and 
satisfactory  water  supply. 

At  the  present  time  work  is  proceeding  to  provide  an 
auxiliary  supply  for  the  new  houses  in  the  upper 
reaches  of  the  Machen  Ward. 

The  water  is  sampled  regularly  by  the  Water  Board  and 
eight  samples  were  taken  by  me  for  check,  which  were  entirely 
satisfactory . 

DRAINS  AND  SEWERS 

Soil  drains  and  sewers  are  discharged  into  the.  trunk 
sewer  of  the  Rhymney  Valley  Sewerage  Board  and  surface 
water  drains  empty  into  the  river  R^tymney. 

There  is  no  gross  pollution  of  the  river  by  any 
effluent  from  any  par  pf  the  district. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Daily  recordings  of  smoke  pollution  of  the  atmosphere 
have  been  taken  during  the  year  and  the  smoke  stain  results 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research,  by  the  County  Public  Health  Inspector 
after  the  reflectometer  readings  are  made. 

The  Council  is  also  a participant  in  the  County 
Radio-Active  Fallout  Supervision  Scheme  whereby  samples  of 
air,  drinking  water,  rainwater,  sewage  effluent  and  bulk  milk 
supplies  are  taken  and  examined  as  to  the  amount  of  radio- 
activity given  off.  Information  is  forwarded  to  the  office 
every  quarter,  and  up  to  the  present  time  the  radio-activity 
is  well  below  the  dangerous  level. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Domestic  refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  from  every 
dwelling  in  the  district  and  there  is  no  official  collection 
of  any  trade  refuse . 

The  disposal  of  the  refuse  at  the  Fountain  Bridge 
Tip  is  quickly  drawing  to  a close,  and  other  sites  must  be 
explored  for  the  purpose  of  tipping,  as  the  present  tip  is 
causing  a nuisance  to  the  dwellings  situated  near  the  tip.

PEST  CONTROL  AND  RODENT  INFESTATION 

One  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  full  time  in  Rodent 
Disinfestation. 

Two  sewer  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out  during 
the  year  and  special  attention  was  given  to  the  refuse  tip 
and  river  banks  to  control  potential  reservoirs  of  rats. 

The  baiting  and  treatment  of  the  sewers  shows  no  evidence 
of  undue  infestation. 

The  Redbrook  Refuse  Tip  is  very  difficult  to  treat  owing 
to  the  method  of  disposal,  but  every  effort  is  being  made  to 
control  the  infestation.
